Her mothsr, Mrs. Har- 


rington, came down from her home In 
Woroeater, and spent the day-and night 
with her. 


Miss E!We M. Townsend, who became 


"5r. CockS's second wife, under a mis- 
anderstanding that he was freed by di- 
vorce from his firsjt wife, came to Boston 
yesterday from Hertford, where she re- 
sides. 


Miss Tewnjend was not desirous of 


talking about the affair. 
She seemed to 


be deeply moved by $he tragic occur- 
rence. 


"Ths news of Dr. Cockers death," said 


M9s3 TownseJid, "is a severe shock to 
me, despite all I have gone through. 
Any woman can readily conceive my po- 
sition, but hardly have the ability to 
g-auge my feelings. 
This means more 


to me than any one will ever know. 


"From what I knew of the doctor's 


life, of his manner of living, his many 
peculiarities, desires and oraviy-ss, I 
feared that he might have a sad ending." 


Him Townsend's face betrayed much 


feeling as she spoke, and the discussion 
of tha subject seemed to cause her much 
mental pain. "I feared some such end- 
ing- of ft all," she eaid. 


Through the death of Dr. Cocke Miss 


Townsend receives a considerable Bum 
of money on life insurance policies taken 
out in her favcj by the doctor during the 
time that they lived together. She is in 
Boston to complete the transactions in- 
volving- the payment of the money to her. 


Dr. Cocke's first wife was granted a 


decree nisi on Oct. 12 last. 
The six 


months' limitation that the decision car- 
rie'd with it before absolute divorce could 
be procured expired yesterday. 
The 


doctor's death occurred on the anniver- 
sary of the day cm which the decree 
against him was handed down. 


The reason why Dr. Cocke's first wife 


did not apply earlier for a divorce was 
one that involved the possession of near- 
ly 
31,000,600. 
She dared not let her 


father know of her marriage to Dr. 
Cocke. 
Ho would have disinherited her. 


Later, wh?n her father died, proceedings 
•were instituted for divorce. Mrs. Cocke 
knew that in the event of her death the 
vast furtune she possessed would go to 
the doctor. That, she determined, would 
never be. 


la marryi.ig, without divorce, Dr. 


Cocke bicame a bigamist. 
His mar- 


riage to JI'C5 Harrington, under the conr 
ditions that F->; arently exist, make their 
ma-riagp voi.i, and his death before the 
expiiation of the necessary six months, 
fails to release his •nifo, the first of the 
women to ta?e the doctor s name. 


Dr. Cocke suffered from angina pec- 


toris, ar.cl according to Dr. Harris, death 
might have resulted from shock much 
morp pr:>i>rbla than from the bullet.

..asuing-con. April 14.—The house yes- 


terday toot, up the Corliss bill providing 
for a constitutional amendment for the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people. The majority 
resolution ieft it optional with the states 
whether their senators should be elected 
directly or by 
Vfg 
legislatures. The 


minority .resolution made it Incumbent 
that each state elect by direct vote. The 
minority resolution, which was offered 
as a substitute, was voted upon first, and 
was carried by an overwhelming vote- 
ayes 135, noes 30. Mr. Corliss tried un- 
availingly to get an aye and no vote, but 
only nine members seconded the de- 
mand. The vote was then taken upon 
the adoption of the amendment, the 
whole house rising in support of the de- 
mand. The resolution was adopted—240 
to 15. 


By the terras of the resolution the 


amendment to be submitted to the legis- 
latures Is as follows: 


"The senate of the United States shajl 


be composed of two senators fpom each 
•state who shall be elected by a direct 
vote of the people thereof for a terrff of 
six years, and each senator shall have 
one vote. A plurality of the votes casrt 
for candidates for senator shall be suf- 
ficient to elect. The electors In each 
state shall have the qualifications re- 
quisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the state legislatures, re- 
spectively. 


"When a vacancy happens, by death, 


resignation or otherwise, In the represen- 
tation of any state tfi the senate, the 
same shall be filled for the unexplred 
term thereof in the same manner as is 
provld&d for the election of senators in 
paragraph Qne^ provided, that the 
executive therex^Pmay make temporary 
appointment until the next general or 
special election, in accordance with tlie 
•tatutes or constitution of suoh state." 


Immediately after this vote was an- 


nounced. Representative Hepburn asked 
unanimous consent to take up the Nica- 
raguan canal bill on May 1. 
Repre- 


sentative Burt0n (Rep.) of Ohio ot>- 
jeated, and the request was refused. Mr. 
Burton's objection to the consideration 
of the bill attracted much attention, and 
he explained his course in the following 
luthorlzed statement: 


"I wish it distinctly understood the 


abjection is made upon my own re- 
sponsibility. 
Objection to the pending 


bill was ma'de because: 


"First, it abrogates a treaty solemnly 


:ntered into, and now in full force. 
TVhile its abrogation could be accom- 
plished by the passage of this bill, such 
action is without precedent in our rela- 
tions with foreign powers; it is also un- 
necessary, because the same resuit could 
be obtained by the Ray-Pauncefote 
treaty, a measuf's 'which though much 
misunderstood is, nevertheless, a tri- 
umph of diplomacy.' 


"Second, it commits us to a fortified 


canal, instead o<f a neutral canal. 
A 


neutral canal Is not only in accordance 
with the general tenor of our policy, but 
would best subserve our own interests. 


"Third, there are also serious ob- 


jections to the present consideration of 
this MH, which might not exist a.t a later 
time. (1.) It is desirable that the pres- 
ent commission, the first which has given 
comprehensive and complete considera- 
tion to the subject of the construction of 
an international canal, should complete 
Its work before a route is selected. (2) 
In the same line, it is desirable that pro- 
visional treaties be made with the coun- 
tries controlling each of the proposed 
routes, viz: 


"Costa Rica and Nicaragua on the ona 


hand, and Colombia on the other hand. 
To pass a bill committing the United 
States to either of these routes would 
prevent ui from obtaining as favorable 
terms for right of way and control as 
could readily be obtained in case the 
question of the route should be post- 
poned. 


"No 'loiss could result from a post- 


ponement until the next sesstion, bs- 
cause extended examination will be re- 
quired before a definite route can be 
safe'ly and judiciously selected, even if 
the general route should be chosen. 
Some 500 men are now at work making 
examinations and explorations. 
This 


work, which is absolutely essential be- 
fore the canal is commenced, will reo.uire 
considerable time. 


"There ip no desire on the part of those 


who are opposing the present considera- 
tion of this bill to oppose the construc- 
tion of a canal. 
The administration 


and both political parties are committed 
to the early beginning of the work. But 
it is desirable that all necessary pre- 
liminaries In the way of examinations 
and engineer features, settlements of 
diplomatic questions and securing the 
most favorable privileges shall be thor- 
oughly attended to. 
It has 
been 


proposed that an early date In the next 
session be fixed for the consideration of 
the bill. 
To this I do not believe any 


objection would be made." 


Following Mr. Burton's notice of ob- 


jection, Mr. Hepburn took steps to over- 
come this opposition. A petition to the 
committee on rules was prepared, re- 
questing that body to fix a time for tak- 
ing up the canal bill. Mr. Hepburn cir- 
culated the petition on the Republican 
side and Mr. Adamson circulated the 
petition on the Democratic side.

AKTHT K ROBINSON 


The death of Arthur Robinson takes 


from North Adams a conspicuous citi- 
zen and removes the personality to 


•u-hicli the last of old Transcript tra- 
ditions attached. Though passing away 
at the comparatively young age of 53 
years, Mr. Robinson, connected the old, 
almost family life of the community 


of North Adams with the new, com- 
plex and intensely competiti%-e life of 
the present day. Fitted more by tastes 
and attainments for company with the 
older school of New Eglanders he na- 
turally withdrew in large 
measure 


from participation in the regime of the 
present time. His qualities required 
a social repose for their highest de- 
velopment and exercise. 


Mr. Robinson was learned beyond the 


store of most men that North Adams 
has known and he was endowed with a 
mind of high philosophical powers. It 
was Impossible for him to find ejccres- 


»ion for himself in a department of 
learning. The specialist, so much de- 
marded by the times, was not ajrree- 
able to his character, and in this, as 
much as in any other factor, we have 
an explanatiin of the peculiar fact that 
a man of abilities so rare as his has 
passed av. ay without lea\ ine- 
som^ 


valuable monument of work. The scope 
of his mind and the play of his sympa- 
thies were as large as history. It was 
the contribution to the enduring' hu- 
man institutions that his ripened berft 
made his scholarship select and trea- 
sure from the common stock of know- 
ledge. Inevitably he became a social 
and religious philosopher, and it is on- 
ly those who have had the iileasure 


<xf Intimate association Tuth him who 
know with what d-eer> grasD and with 
•what play of intellectual brilliancy he 
•was capable of treating th? profound 
matters that had como to permanently 
eiiguge his mind. Indeed only such 
persons are able to form an a'dcM'.iate 
estimate of the man. As an illustra- 
tion of 
the 
parttctUarizing1 of 
his 


thought, which had so general a sweep, 
it meo- not be amiss to instance- the 
deep attantion he was led to bestow 
upon the ten commandments. In these 
he saw what was probably the greatest 
crystal ization of the social and re- 
ligious wisdom of the ages. It was his 
plan to write a treatise on them wlfcn 
he had perused the study of them to a 
fullness which would meet with his 
own approval. 


Ifl sorrowfully making note of the 


death of one who was easily the fore- 
most of our newspaper associates, we 
must express regret that the circum- 
stances of his life did not direct him 
to a field of larger usefulness than 
that which is <rffered at the 'lpad of a 
country journal. For we know that a 
most useful teacher has been lost to 
men. 


THAT CLEMENT C1RCCLAII 


This city la being flooded with a 


pamphlet, a letter 
from 
President 


Clement o' the Portland railroad to 
President Tuttlo of the Boston and 
Maine. The object of the uamnhlot is 
to develop public Heiirthwnt against thc- 
leasing of the Fltchburg railroad to 
the Boston and Maine. The oamahlet 
is 
headed, 
"Transportation 
rates. 


Operations of the Boston and Maine 
monopoly." It contains an artrument 
v;cll calculated to have influence with 
the average citizen having little in- 
formation on the railroad matter which 
it discusses. 


The three parts of the argument arc 


—that the Boston and. Main, is a mon- 
opoly and will become a greater mon- 


opoly if lit gets the Fitchburg; that the 
Fitchburg has a very low freight tar- 
iff, and the merging of the Fitchburg 
into the Boston and Maine si stem will 
be an injury to New England mer- 
chants and manufacturers because it 
will mean the establishing of the al- 
leged Boston and Maln<? higher tariff: 
that it was the intent of Massachu- 
setts to keep the Fitchburg an inde- 
pendent, competing road, which intent 
would be disregarded, 10 the loss of 
Massachusetts by the leasing of the 
Fitchburg to the Boston and Maine. 
Every one of these three contentions 
is unfounded. 


The Rutland people never thought of 


monopoly until they saw the Fitchburg 
going to the Boston and Maine. Their 
si-heme outlined by Clements in his 
letter, thescheme of a continuous line 
from the great lakes to Bellows Falls. 
\\ould, if successfully carried out, cut 
off a large per cent of the Fitchbure's 
western business, leaving the Fitch- 
burg very glad, quite likely, to accept 
on, almost any terms the business offer- 
ed to it at its branch terminal in Bel- 
lows Falls for delivery in Boston or at 
intermediate points. So-, if the dreams 
of the Rutland people, w ere realized, if 
Clement's assertions could be made 
into fact, more than half the Fitchburg 
r.ad would be out of business, prac- 
tically, so far as western traffic is con- 
cerned. Make the Fitchburg part of 
the Boston and Maine and the Fitch- 
burg- will not be the easy prey the Rut- 
land folk evidently want it to be. Of 
course, anything that stands in the 
way of the Rutland-Central Vermout- 
'Webb-Clement interests is monopoly. 


Clement quotes figures to show that 


the Fitchburg rate per ton per mile is 
lower than the BosUm and Maine rate, 
arguing therefrom that the Boston and 
Maine is an extortionist corporation. 
He admits the Fitchburg carried 65 p«r 
cent of the sea-going freight that was 
landed in Boston last year but artfully 
hides the truth in this fact, that it is 
bees use of the Fitchburg's large export 
business from the west that its rates 
per ton per 
mile appear 
so low. 


Through freight is carried at a very 
low figure, and the Fitchbutrg carries 
as much, at least, as 60 per cent of ail 
such freight entering Boston. The Bos- 
ton and Maine does no such business, 
mostly handling freight shipped from 
a lacal point to a local point, shorf 
hauls, and therefore its tariff appears 
higher when spread out in tables of 
figures. 


The Fitchburg, as we have often 


pointed out, would be a poor competing 
road standing alone in opposition to all 
sizes and kinds of competitiors, parti- 
cularly the Boston and Albany as Dart 
of the New York Central system. The 
very thing wanted by the opponents of 
the leasing of the Fitchburg to the 
Boston and Maine is the destruction of 
the Fitchburg's competing power. 


If not, why are they—coroorations 


foreign to this commonwealth^ soend- 
ing thousands of dollars in an attempt 
to defeat the lease? 


If we get to electing United States 


senators by direct vote, such men as 
Clark of Montana may find the scheme 
a money saver.

tog which time they visited and stud- 
ied the lives, characteristics and physi- 
ology of five differeiit tribes of Mexi- 
can Indians, passing through peculiar 
and thrilling experiences among the 
natives. 
Professor Starr la In the 


midst of a systematic inspection of the 
Mexican tribes and has just completed 
his third visit to Mexico, having gone 
into the homes o'f 10 of the 17 different 
tribes. 


"These people have no social stand- 


ard," continued Professor Starr. "Each 
town is a government in itself, and all 
they wish is to be let alone. They pay 
their government tax and do not com- 
plain. Many of them had never seen 
a white man and cared nothing about 
where we came from or what became 
of us just so we left their country. 
Through the kindness of the Mexican, 
government we were provided with a 
permit to tour the country and make 
the inspection. We traveled over the 
mountains on horseback with our Span- 
ish guide and interpreter, taking the 
plaster busts, photographs and meas- 
urements of the bodies of representa- 
tive natives. As a general thing there 
are no stores or market places in the 
towns, and they would have allowed 
us to starve for want of food but for 
the official papers which we carried 
from the government headquarters at 
the City of Mexico. They have no in- 
dustrial or commercial ambition and 
therefore do not care to buy or sell any 
of their commodities, which consist 
principally of things to eat. 


"Their public records are limited to a 


weak claim to the small piece of land 
which each man tills for the suste- 
nance of his family, and In many 
places they follow out in a measure the 
ideas of the communists and work to- 
gether. They are all of the Roman 
Catholic church, but many of them 
worship idols and entertain various 
supersitions. 


"The children are all baptized by 


priests, some of whom are native In- 
dians and have charge of the churches 
In a number of the towns, religious 
services often being deferred for a 
year at a time., When a man wants a 
wife, if there is no priest in readiness 
to perform the ceremony he simply 
announces his intentions to the inhab- 
itants, and the right is recognized, but 
it is one of the questions in the cere- 
mony at the baptism of Infants, 'Is this 
a'child of wedlock?' the reply being 
used in the records of the church. 


"There Is no general characteristic 


that can be applied to all the tribes ex- 
cept that they are superstitious and 
possess no love for each other. In all 
the study of their language I can find 
no word that corresponds with our 
word friend.' They do not quarrel, but 
they are not devoted to each other. 
They are queer people." 


Professor Starr will return to Mexico

"I am already holding an olBce; there- 
fore, I am not a candidate for anv 
other until my term in this has ex- 
pired. I did say, in a jocose way, at 
the dinner, that if the people insisted 
on reelecting me I should be willing to 
be a candidate for another tr-rm in the 
lieutenant governorship, but I am not 
a candidate for any office at present." 


Asked whether his speech was to be 


construed as meaning1 that he would 
never accept another nomination for 
any office, except as he had said, for 
re-election, Mr. Bates smiled and said 
that his speech was not to be so con- 
strued.

custom has been to knock 15 cents a 
g-allon off the price when such a dele- 
gation says "Oh, dear me," which, has 
quite satisfied the churches. 


Next week in comes a committee

And again, what is the poor dealer 


to do? 


"When one cuts for such events, the 


others are compelled to, and so it has 
gone from bad to worse. The cool 
summer last year didn't heln matters 
any, and so the dealers thils spring l-n>ve 
come together and decided to establish 
a Jjxed schedule, to which all bind 
themselves. 


In the method of guaranteeing1 that 


the rates shall not be cut, the dealers' 
have devised a scheme that for ingen- 
uity ranks above anything suggested 
in the city for a Jong time. The sug- 
gestion was first made that each deal- 
er put up a certain amount, which 
he would forfeit if he broke the sche- 
dule. But as the agreement is not to 
last this summer only, but to continue 
in force right along, there were some 


TV ho objected to having1 their money 
tied up in this way. So the following: 
r<"heme wag hit upon, and was favor- 
ably received by all the dealers. 


rich member of the association will 


sign a ifatement at the beginning1 of 
the season, which statement ig to be 
placed in the hands of the secref&rv. 
This statement is to read something 
as follows: 


"This is to certify that I, 


am wholly without truth and Veracity, 
and that there is no clor.endrnce to be' 
placed on my word as an honest man. 
(Signed) 


The membe'.s further agree that in 


case any of them breaks the schedule 
of prices as set by all, the statement 
given; above and signed by him at the 


, beginning of the season, shall be taken 


by the secretary and published to the 
world. This would njake any dealer 
who failed to keep faith, declare over 
his own signature that he was dis- 
honest. It can be readily seen that 
this would be a worse penalt" than the 
forfeiting1 of Quite1 a sum of rnonev, 
and that no dealer Is likeiv to cut 
prices, even for the most persuasive 
church social committees. 


This plan of Inflicting punishment, 


which was suggested and favorably 
received at the last meeting, will be 
acted on finally at a meeting to be 
held within a short time. 


As to the schedule of prices, there will 


be few changes from the standard 
prices of last year. For ordinary kindg 
of cream, the pi-ice at wholesale will 
be $1.15 a gsMya.

For Many Years Business Manager and 


Associate Editor of the Transcript 


Died, at his home em Holden street, 


last 
night 
at 
11.30 o'clock, Ar- 


thur Robinson, aged 53 years. 


The news of the death of Mr. Robin- 


son wilt-come aa a surprise to many of 
the people 'of the city, for while he 
had been in aoor health for several 
years his last illness was of compara- 
tively short duration and the serious- 
ness of it was not generally known. It 
was the result of a general breaking 
down of the system, culminating at the 
last in pneumonia. 


Mr. Robinson was born in this citv 


March 15, 1847, the son of Judge James 
T. and Clara Briggs Robinson. After 
studying in the public schools he fitted 
for college at a private school in Lanes- 
boro conducted by Mr. Tollman, and at 
a similar school in Wllliamstown which 
was carried on by Professor 
Griffln. 


After finishing' his preparatory studies 
he entered Williams college, 
from 


which he graduated with honors in the 
class of '70. He then, entered the office 
of the North Adams Transcrip.t, which 
was owned and edited1 by his father, 
giving his attention at first wholly to 
the mechanical part of the minting and 
publishing business. In the spring1 of 
1S71 he was takeni into parternership by 
his father and the firm name became, 
and remained for many years James T, 
Robinson & Son. When the aartner- 
ship was formed Arthur Robinson as- 
sumed the business management of 
the- office and paper, his father retain- 
ing control of the editorial department. 
The two men wtorked. together in the 
utmost harmony and to the great ad- 
vancement of the business, which from 
a small beginnmg grew to be the lead- 
ing- job printing plant of North Berk- 
shire, while the Transcript, under their 
able and conservative management, de- 


j veloped1, as is well known, into one of 


the foremost weekly newspapers of 
the state, and was recognized for its 
influence, politically 
and 
otherwise, 


far beyond the borders of 'Massachu- 
setts. 


In addition to his duties as business 


manager Mr, Robinson, was a frequent 
contributor to the columns of ^the aa- 
per, and in this direction he disolayed 
marked ability. He had an esoecially 
pleasing style of expression, and one 
that grave to his writings the stamp of 
an unmistakable individuality. 
Coup- 


led with this was a liberality of view, 
fairness of judgment and an honesty 
of purpose which commended his work 
to all readers., whether uis conclusions 
v.-e-e accepted by them o!r not. 
Mr. 


Robinson also Eossessefi good oratori- 
cal ability, -as was demonstrated on 
various occasions, although he never 
aspired to distinction as a saublic 
speaker. 


Judge Robi-nson died in the fall o 


1894, 
and a» year later Sis wife passed 


away. 
The son, owing to the condi- 


tion of his health, decided at this) timi 
to retire from business, and the Tran 
script property, which' had been in the 
hands of the Robinson family for abou' 
30 years, was sold. But w'thdrawa' 
from the cares of business and news- 
paper wtotrk failed to have tht? desired 
effect on Mr. Robinson's health, which 
it is now realized, was in a more 
carious condition than was supposed 
at the time. Five years ago last Jan- 
uary he went to Clifton Springs, N. T. 
and wag under treatment for three 
months, apparently with good results 
Later he experienced a trouble of th 
eyes, for which he was treated by Dr. 
Rannsey of New York. Two years a; 
last winter he -again visited Clifton 
Springs and remained five weeks, bu 
from this treatment he seemed to re 
ceive no benefit, and from that time he 
had been gradually declining, although 
he was not supposed to be in a danger- 
ous condition until about two weeks' 
aga For the last few days' before he 
died he was "unconscious most of the 
time. 


Mr. Robinson was one. of the bes 


known men of the city and was highly 
respected by all classes. 
He was 


honest and honorable in business, pub- 
lic-spirited and always ready to do al 
in his power for the advancement of 
his native 
city, whose growth and 


prosperity he watched with unfailing 
interest, and to which he never failed 
to contribute what he might by voice 
or pen. He was frank in the expres- 
sion of his views, yet considerate of the 
feelings and 
opinions of others. He 


practiced no deception, and detested it 
wherever encountered, in politics or 
elsewhere. He was a rare conversation- 
alist, and association, with him was al- 
ways entertaining and instructive. He 
had his peculiarities, but those who 
knew him well knew him as a man of 
strong intellect, kind.heart and friend- 
ly feeling toward all men. His own 
character was well diprilayed by his 
judgment of others, which, more than 
in the case of most men, was ba-sed on 
character, rather than possessions or 
attainments. 
To him the saying, 


'An honest man is the noblest work of 
God," 
appealed with peculiar 
force, 


and wherever he met one, whether in a 
carriage or in a ditch, he accorded to' 
him that respect which is due to true 
worth, without regard to exterior con- 
ditions. This was one of his moat pro- 
nounced characteristics, as all will ad- 
mit who knew the man. 


Mr. Robinson was in 
politics 
a 


staunch reoublican, yet he never as- 
pired to public office, which there is 
every reason to believe would have 
come readily to him, had he so desired. 
His qualifications for public service 
were recognized, but he invariably de- 
lined the use of his name for political 
honors. He was however, at the time 
of his death a trustee of Drary acad- 
emy, 
of the North Adams savings bank 


and of the public librarv. 


On the 14th of December. 1S71, Mr. 


Robinscm married Miss Clara Ellen 
lanford of this city, who survives him 
with three sons and a daughter, San- 
ford, Arthur M., James T. and Mary 


lliza Robinson. The sympathy of the 


community goes out in large measure 
o the bereaved family in this hour of 
their affliction. 
The funeral will be held at 4 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoqn at the house on Hoi- 
don street. Rev. W. L.;Tcnney olMciat- 
ng. The house will be npon after 1 
o'clock in the afternoon for the friends 
of Mr. Robinson who may winh to cnll 
o view the remains. 
In nccordance 


with one of Mr. Robinson's last ex- 
pressed wishes the body will bo' cre- 
mated. It will be taken Monday morn- 
ng to the Gardner-Earl memorial 
rematory of Oakwood cemetery at 


Troy, accompanied by Arthur M. Rob- | 
inson and James T. Robinson, and Un- 
dertaker Carpenter of the flrm of Sim-' 
rnons & Carpenter. On Tuesday morn- 
ing the ashes will be buried in the 
family lot at Hillside, where a brief 
service of prayer will be conducted by 
Rev. 
W. L. Tenney.
